English Bills and lrish Needs. 


Two measures of the- first importance 
were under discussion yesterday in the 
House of Commons. Dr. Addison moved 
the second reading of the Ministry 
of Health Bill, which, in Mr. Lloyd 
Georges words, is to furnish “an A.1 
Empire with an A.1 population.” The 
need. of this great measure of co-ordina- 
tion and development is so widely recog- 
nised that it should have a smooth passage 
through Parliament. A higher standard of 
health is requifed as a basis for a higher 
standard of industry; and the problems 
of national health have béen both multi- 
plied and aggravated by four years of wag. 
Under the ten minutes’ rule Mr. Shortt 
introduced the Bill to establish a Ministry 
of Ways and Communications... It pro- 
poses to reorganise, under the control of a 
single authority—a department of the 
State—all the country’s systems of com- 
munication and certain industries which 
are vital to their efficiency. Im effect, this 
Bill seeks to complete the process of virtual 
nationalisation of transport which began 
when the State took control of the rail- 
ways for purposes of war. The new 
Ministry will have no power to nationalise 
the railways without the consent of Pa 
liament; but it is perfectly clear that 
they never can revert to pre-war condi- 
tions. . All the great railways are in the 
same case as the Great Southern and 
Western Railway of Ireland, which, as 
Sir William Goulding explained yesterday, 
can recover ite liberty only at the price 
of bankruptcy. The Ministry of Ways 
will control all railways for the next two 
years on the terms which have prevailed 
during the war. At the end of that time— 
or perhaps before then—it will present to 
Parliament some large scheme of unifica- 
tion or nationalisation. The Ministry will 


take charge also of light railways, tram: 


ways, water-ways, and roads; In addi- 
tion, it proposes to control the manufac- 
ture of electricity for all purposes of 
transport. . ae 

The Government has decided to include 
Treland in the Ways and Communi- 
cations Bill. Mr. Shortt said truly 
that no other part of the United 
Kingdom stood in greater need of im- 
proved conditions of transport. Health 
reform is also an urgent necessity here; 
on that point there was no difference of 
opinion yesterday between Sir Edward 
Oarson and Mr. Devlin. Éir Edward 
claims for Ireland all the benefits of the 


3 French case with regard to Morocco before 


the Council of Ten at Paris on Tuesday 
afternoon. From the point of view of 
France there is no more important ques- 
tion than that of Morocco. The integrity 
of her whole Colonial Empire is closely 
bound up with the future of this territory, 
and she is naturally anxious that a per- 
manent arrangement shall be made which 
will safeguard her interests and definitely 
solve this most complex of all “ questions.” 
The history of Moroccan admini&tration 
has been a good proof of the failure of 
internationalisation. - By a convention con. 
cluded in 1904 the Powers mainly in- 
terested agreed that France should be 
entrusted with the delicate task of keeping 
order in the country, and economic clauses 
were introduced by which the commercial 
interests of other countries were safe- 
guarded. Then Germany came along. She 
saw in Morocco a good pawn. to use in her 
game of kultur-propagation, and objected 
to the convention on the ground that she 
had not been consulted. This led to the 
Treaty of Algeciras. The internationalisa- 
tion of . Morocco, including the very 
important port of Tangier, was the 
direct result of this treaty. The 
whole country became a tilting ground 
for opposing European interests. In 
the general muddle which followed the 
Treaty of Algeciras, Germany tried to take 
advantage of the state of affairs in Morocco 
to find a pretext’ for declaring war on 
France. She pursued a policy of con- 
tinued hostility to French interests and 
aspirations, and very nearly succeeded in 
precipitating a war in 1911, when the 
famous Agadir affair took place. France 
now claims that the Treaty of Algeciras 
shall be torn up. She points to the hope- 
lessness of a condominium, and asks 
for mandatory power over the whole 
of Morocco, ' Germany, she states, has 
not abandoned her sinister designs, 
and, even since the signing of the 
armistice, has been spending money in 
stirring up seditien in the country. This 
is a fact of ominous import. ' There is no 
doubt that France is the Power to whom, 
by virtue of her proximity as a Colonial 
Power in Algeria, * Morocco should fall. 
She is at present de facto the mandatory 
Power, and, as Morocco is certain to be 
included in those territories demanding 
mandatory administration, it would appear 
safe to assume that her claims will be met. 
It is understood that the policy of the open 
door will be continued. Great Britain, 
Italy, Belgium, and the United States 
have considerable commercial interests in 
Morocco, while Spain has certain terri- 
torial interests as well, which must be re- 
garded. France suggests that all ques- 
tions relating to Franco-Spanish interests 
shall be decided privately by the two 
countries themselves. She would require 
guarantees from Spain against a possible 
utilisation of the Spanish zone as a spring-

CANADIAN ARCTIC 
EXPEDITION, 


A. Reuter’s telegram from Ottawa on Wed- 
nesday says:—The Canadian explorer, Mr. 
Stefansson, in explaining his message from 
Fort Yukon to the Naval Department, an- 
nouncing the arrival on the Alaskan coast of 
Mr. Storker Storkersen and a party of five, on 
November 7th last, says :—This brings to an end 
the work of the Canadian Arctic Expedition. 
Mr. Stefansson intended to command the party 
personally, but was taken ill with typhoid. His 
his party, left Cross Island, off the north coast 
of Alaska, on March 19th, 1918. The party con- 
sisted of nine whites and four Esquimaux, with 


After two weeks’ travel northwards. being 


i two hundred miles north of Alaska, Mr. Stor- 


kersen sent six sledges and four men back, hi: 
plan being to drift with the ice pack and sub- 
sist on the meat of seals and polar bears.

The Press Association's Bpeeial Correspondent, 
telegraphing from Paris on February 26th, 
says :—There hag been much talk of the “ secret 
treaties ’’ concluded between Japan and China 
in connection with the restoration of Tsing-tao 
to China.

These 
proposals related to the concentration at Tsing- 
tao of all the Japanese troops etationed along 
the Tsing-tao-Tsinan Railway, excepting a con- 
tingent to be left at Tsinan; the Chinese Go- 
vernment to previde for guarding the Tsing-tao- 
Tsinan Railway, and to organise a police force 
for the purpose; the Tsing-tao-Tsinan Railway 
to contribute an propriate sum of money 
towards defraying the expenses of such police 
force; Japanese to be employed at the head- 
quarters of the police force, the. principal rail- 
way stations, and the training etations of police 
forces ; Chinese to be omnplerel on the Tsing-tao- 
Tsinan Railway, and, upon determination of 
the ownership of the Tsing-tao-Tsinan Railway, 
to run it as a joint Chino-Tapanen undertaking ; 
and the civil administration now in force to be 
withdrawn.

The treaty TAE the Province of Shan- 
tung was signed at Peki 


President of the Republic of China, being de- 
sirous to maintain the general peace of the Far 
East, and to further strengthen the relations of 
amity and good neighbourhood existing between 
the two countries, had resolved to conclude a 
treaty for that purpose, and to that end had

(1) The Chinese Government engage to recognise 
all matters that mav be agreed upon between the 
Japaneso Government and the German Govern- 
ment respecting the disposition of all the richts, 
interests, and concessions which, in virtue of treaties 
or otherwise, Germany possesses vis-a-vis China in 
relation to the Province of. Shantung. 

(2) The Chinese Government engage that, in 
case they undertake the construction of a rail- 
wav connecting Chefoo or Lungkow with the 
Kiaochau-Tsinan Railway, they shall, in the event

FOOD PRICES.

In the House of Lords yesterday, Viscount 
Devonport asked the Government whether they 
were taking any steps, and, if so, what, to 
bring about immediate reductions in the prices 
of food and of supplies. to the consumer. 

The Earl of Crawford replied that the Govern- 
ment had really reduced prices already, and that 
it would do its utmost to continue that gsbss 
He admitted that existing prices were still high, 
but said it was often forgotten that the- food 
prices had been more effectively regulated than 
the prices of other commodities fn this country. 
From the middle of 1917 until the armistice 
the rise in food prices was relatively smaller 
than the rise in other articles of universal use. 
A comparison with the prices prevailing in 
other countries showed that we had managed 
to control our prices more effectively than 
others had done. The price of bread in this 
country was 9d. per loaf; in Paris it was 10}d., 
in Milan 12d., and in the United States 1s. 54d. 
Sugar in this country was 7d. per und, in 
Paris 83d., in Milan Is. 6d., and in the United 
States 54d. Butter here cost 2s. 6d., in the 
United States 2s. 11}d., Milan 3s. 4d., and Paris 
4s. These pricés were typical of others. The 
Treasury had readily consented to the disposal 
of Government food stocks below their cost 


price.

This pamphlet has been drafted by the 
Secretariat, under direction of the Provisional 
Committee, and is issyed with a view to stimu- 
lating public thought on the problems of re- 
construction. At the outset, it lays down three 
enera! principles, which, briefly stated, are as 
ollows :— 

(1) Reconstructidn musi be regarded as a 
process of social as well as industrial develop- 
ment. k 
(2) It, must be an organic growth of national 
life, not a mechanical accretion upon it. — It 
must, therefore, in the main, outside North-East 
Uleter, foster or introduce the manufactures 
and handicrafts which should arise naturally in 
a community mainly agricultural; and these 
industries should, as far as possible, be 
organised upon a ‘co-operative basis of 
production. 

(3) It must be comprehensive in two senses. 
(a) It must regard Lreland as an economic and 
social unit; (b) it must proceed upon a plan of 
action carefully co-ordinated in its several

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MEALS FOR SCHOOL CHILDREN. 
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The School Meals Committee, Dublin, present 
a report of their work from Ist November, 1916, 
to, 3lst March, 1918, which will come before the 
Dublin Corporation at their monthly meeting on 
Monday.

total of 433,746 meals, at an average cost of 


1,468,250 meals were given to 9,*75 children, at 
a cost of 1.937d. each. In the former period the 
total cost came to £3,540 7s. 4d., and in the 
latter to £11,854 2s. 8d. Since March, 1918, the 
number of applicants for meals has risen to a 
considerable extent. Having regard to the in-

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THE PRICE OF COAL. 
> 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sim,—The letter signed “Rosa Dartle' in 
your paper to-day raises a question of extreme 
interest to the public. Probably nme out of 
ten coal consumers have no idea of how the 
price of 56s. to 60s. a ton is made up, and blame 
the miners for the enormous cost, condemning 
them as anarchists, Bolshevists, and all that is 
evil. A paper called Common-Sense, m ite issue 
of February 22nd, gives some extremely interest- 
ing figures supplied by miners in Yorkshire, 
Wales, and Scotland The miner’s work is 
probably the most arduous, and in many cases 
the most dangerous, in the world. In Yorkshire 
a man who can get and fill five tona of coal a 
day makes 15s. 6d., but comparatively few 'can 
do this. The Yorkshire writer thus describes 
his day :—‘“‘ I get up at 4 a.m., catch a workman’s 


| train at 5 a.m., get down tho pit before 6 a.m.; 


then half hour to walk to my working place

you strip stark naked, except for boots, socks,

A Scotch miner earns 13s. a day for eight 
hours’ work.“ Describing the miner’s work, he 
says :—‘* If he has not the cold and heat of the 
man on the eurface, he-is subject to wet, often 
dripping from the roof on top of him, or oozing 
from the floor. He has to work in abnormal 
positions, as can easily be seen by the average 
man having to work in seame, varying in height 
from eighteen inches tosixfeet.

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THE INFLUENZA EPIDEMIC, 


DISEASE STILL SPREADING. 


There is little to be added to what has already 
been stated as to the spread of the influenza 
epidemic in Dublin. Sir Charles ge age 
Superintendent Medical Officer of Health for the 
City of Dublin, told those who called agen 
him yesterday that the disease was still extend- 
ing. It was not, he said, of so virulent @ 
type as that which prevailed last suth 
but it was more contagious, as was evidence 
by the fact that whole families were affected 
by the disease at the same time. The death- 
rate was etill rising, and Sir Charles hoped 
that high lege er peo Be yg rah ig reached at 
or about the end of this wees. | 
he ex that, like the epidemic of October 
and November last, there would be a steady 
downward tendency, and that the end of the 
trouble might be looked for im about 4 
fortnight. The officials of the Public Health 
Department are engaged in taking all possible 
measures to restrict the ravages of the disease. 
There wero 55 burials at Glasnevin on Tues- 
day and 61 yesterday. It is roughly estimated 
that there are at least 2,000 cases of influenza 
in the city. 

THE CLOSING OF THE SCHOOLS. 


The Commissioners of National Education in~ 


Ireland have made the following announce- 
ment:—‘‘In any district where the Medical 
Officer of Health recommends the closing of the 
schools owing to an outbreak of influenza, the 
Commissioners of National Education are pre- 

ared to authorise the adoption of that course 
ty the managers of the national schools. 

Some of the schools in Dublin were closed 
yesterday. 

THE REGISTRAR-GENERAL’S RETURNS. 

In the Dublin Registration Area the births 
registered during the week ending Saturday, 
February 22nd, amounted to 170—d4 boys and 
86 girls—and the deaths to 376—177 males and 
199 females. The deaths registered, omitting 
the deaths (numbering 25) of persons admitted 
into public institutions from localities outside 
the area, represent an annual rate of mortality 
of 45.2 per 1,000 of the population. During 
the eight weeks ending with Saturday last the 
death-rate averaged 27.1, and was 5.0 above 
the mean rate for the corresponding portion 
of the ten years 1909-18. The rate for all 
deaths registered during the eight weeks was 
29.3, and for the corresponding period of the 
preceding ten years 25.5. There were 88 deaths 
from influenza, being equivalent to an annua! 
rate of 11.3 per 1,000 of the population, and 
of these 80 belonged to the city, affording 4 
rate of 13.4 per 1,000 of the population. Eight 
deaths from influenza (or 4.4 per 1,000 of the 
population) were referred to the urban dis- 
tricts. In the three preceding weeks deaths 
from this cause for the Registration Area num- 
bered 3, 5, and 21 respectively, Deaths attri- 
buted to pneumonia were 50 (comprising 25 
from broncho-pneumonia, 4 from lobar pneu- 
monia, and 21 from pneumonia, type not dis- 
tinguished), as against 18, 24, and 43 in the 
three weeks preceding. 

The cases admitted to hospital during the 
week and the cases under treatment at its 
close, respectively, were as follows :—Enteric 
fever, nil and 11; measles, 6 and 19; scarlet 
fever, 8 and 38;.and diphtheria, 3 and 6. 
Seventy-three cases of pneumonia were admitted 
during the week, and 97 remained under treat- 
ment at ite close, as compared with 39, 47, and 
66 at the chee of the three preceding wecks. 
Of the deaths in hospital during the week 
29 were fram pneumonia. 


DUBLIN GUARDIANS AND THE 
EPIDEMIC, 

At yesterday's meeting of the Dublin Guar- 
dians the relieving officers reported that the 
influenza epidemic was continuing, and they 
had to appoint additional doctors to attend to 
the cases. 

In this connection the Chairman (Mr, Scully) 
intimated that the services of at least seven 
nuns belonging tu St. John’s Convent had been 
retained by the Guardians, and these nurses 
were available for attending the people in their 
homes. An order was made directing the 
medical officers to avail themselves of the ser- 
vices of the nuns. 

It was reported that Dr. Conry, Howth, is 
ill with influenza, and that a substitute could not 
be found. Young doctors, 1+ was stated, were 
going to England, where they were getting 
from £15 to £20 a week. 

Alderman O'Toole said that the Army 
authorities should be requested to release their 
doctors. - 

Mr. Metcalfe moved that the Guardians apply 
to the Army authorities for the-release of the 
following doctors, who are -serving with the 
Forces:—Dr. Maguire, Dr. Dunne, Dr. Byrne, 
Dr. Lemass, and Dr. McMahon, :

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BRAY AND THE EPIDEMIC, 


The Bray urban authorities have ordered that 
the Infectious Diseases (Notification) Act shall 
apply to influenza, influenza-pneumonia, measles, 
meningitis, and pertussis (whooping cough) 
until further notice. 


THE BELFAST OUTBREAK. 

Almost a bundred employés in the Belfast 
Corporation tramway service were absent from 
duty yesterday owing to influenza. Half of 
them of them are motor men and the others 
are conductors. The epidemic is spreading in 
the city, particularly in the north and east dis- 
tricts. 


IN THE PROVINCES, 

In consequence of the prevalence of influenza 
amongst the students of University College, 
Galway, it has been decided to suspend lecturea 
for a week or ten days. Nine fresh cases of 
influenza have been admitted to the Workhouse 
Hospital during the week. 

Shorter hours are being worked in Messrs. 
Goodbody’s jute factory at Clara, King’s County, 


owing to a number cf the factory hands being | 


affected. Further cases of the epidemic are re- 
ported daily from various parts of Carlow and 
South Kildare. The outbreak in Celbridge and 
district has become less severe. 
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HITCHIN MUEDLIL 
MYSTERY.

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The inquest was resumed at Hiichin yesterday 
by Mr. Shillitoo, Coroner, on the body of Mrs. 
klizabeth Ridgley, a widowed shopkeeper, who 
was found dead in her emall grocery store at 
Nightingale road, Hitchin, on the 27th January, 
her dead Lrish terrier, and a 4lb, weight, to which 
human and canine hair adhered, being found 
beside her. John Healy, a labourer, employed 
at. the local aerodrome, who had served in the 
Royal Munster Fusiliers, and who is charged 
with the murder of Mrs. Ridgley, was present 
in court, in custody of a warder from Ledford 
Jarl. ' 

Mr. Sims represented the Director of Public 
Prosecutions, and Mr, HE. A. Passingham ap- 
peared on behalf of the accused. 

Dr. H. B. Spilsbury, pathologist, of St. 
Mary's Hospital, London, stated that his ex- 
amination of the body of Mrs. Ridgley disclosed 
that she had four lacerated wounds on the back 
of the head. The first was one and a-half 
inches long, running straight and horizontally 
on the right. side behind the ear. The second 
was threo inches long, semi-circular, and be- 
hind the right ear. The third was three inches 
long at the back of the head, and the bone was 
exposed; and the fourth three and three-quarter 
inches long, also at the back of the head. On 
the face were extensive bruises, the nose was 
flattened and bruised, and the lower lip 
lacerated. There were also lacerated wounds 
on the back of the right shoulder. No injury 
to the brain or the spinal cord was discovered. 
The bones of the nose were fractured, but two 
metal plates in the mouth were undamaged.

He found the 
dog’s skull fractured, the injury having been 
inflicted with an instrument such as the shop- 
weight (produced).

MARKET FOR A LARGER OUTPUT. 


The adjourned general meeting of Trinidad 
Leaseholds, Ltd., was held yesterday at the 
office of the company, No. 1 London Wall 
Building, London Wall, London, E.C., Mr. T. J. 
Milner (chairman of the company) presiding. 


The secretary (Mr. R. A. MacQueen) having 
read the notice convening the meeting and the 
report of the auditors, 


The Chairman, in moving the adoption of the 
report and accounts, dealt first with the figures 
in the balance sheet. He pointed out that the 
share capital account had been increased in 
accordance with the resolutions at the past 
general meeting. The total authorised capital 
was now 850,000 shares, with 150,500 shares in 
reserve. The proceeds of the two issues of 
152,500 and 37,500 shares had been used to 
liquidate the loan account of £200,000. The 
revenue account showed & gross profit of 
£265,296, and there was to the credit of profit 
and loss, including £22,496 brought forward, a 
sum of £205,812. They proposed to devote 
£70,000 to the creation of a reserve account, 
and they recommended a dividend for the year 
of 10 per cent., carrying forward £62,554, after 
providing for the additional remuneration due 
to the directors. 


CAPITAL EXPENDITURE, 


The bulk of the capital expenditure 
during the year had been necessitated 
by the increased programme and the higher 
cost of all materials. In view of the urgent 
requirements of the country, and of the favour- 
able geographical situation of Trinidad, they 
had deemed it proper to increase the quantity 
of oil they could deliver to the Admiralty. They 
had readily sold all the oil they had so far pro- 
duced, and were assured of a market for a 
much larger output. In order to reap the 
benefit of their heavy outlay, the directors 
considered it advisable to prepare for a still 
further extension of operations, and for some 
time past had been acquiring properties upon 
which their geologists had reported favourably, 


which, for the most part, were capable of being 


linked up to their main pipeline by short 
feeders, and would help to supply it with oil 
for many years to come. The areas which had 
been selected with great care had been pur- 
chased before the increase of prices due to the 
present speculative activity in oil lands had 
taken effect. 


GOVERNMENT GRANTS OF OIL RIGHTS 
ASKED FOR. 


They had consistently urged upon the Govern- 
ment the claims of the company for further 
grants of oil-bearing areas under the Govern- 
ment’s control, contending that they were en- 
titled to special consideration for their enter- 
prise and the risks they had undertaken, but 
so far they had only secured the grant of oil 
rights over a few hundred acres of land. 
Assuming that the Board felt justified, after 
consulting their chief engineer, Mr. Ibbett, 
and their manager, Mr. Fuller, in pursuing a 
policy of expansion, it would be necessary to 
increase the capital, and the Board proposed, 
when a further increase of capital was made, 
to offer the whole of it to the shareholders at 
a price which would compare favourably with 
the market price of the time. (Hear, hear.) 


PROGRESS OF THE COMPANY. 


Dealing with the progress achieved by the 
sempany, the Chairman remarked that the full 
effect, of the active development at Forest Re- 
serve had not been felt until about the end of 
1917.

COST OF THE EIGHT HOURS’ DAY. 


The annual meeting of the ietore of the 
Great Southern and astern ailway Company 
of Ireland was held yesterday at the Kings- 
bridge Terminus, Dublin, for the purpose of 
receiving the directors’ report and statement 
of accounts for the year ended 3lct December, 
1918, to re-elect three directors, who retired by 
rotation, and to appoint an auditor. 

Sir William J. Goulding, Bart., Chairman of the 
Board of Directors, presided, and a other 
directors present were :—Meesra.

Mg. Robert Crawford, Secretary, having read 
the notice convening the meeting, 

The Chairman moved the adoption of the 
report and statement of accounts, a summary 
of which has already been published. He ex- 

ressed the feelings of thankfulness which they 
all felt at the termination in our favour of the 
greatest war the world had ever seen, and their 
profound gratitude to the brave soldiers and 
sailors, whose marvellous fortitude and endur- 
ance had enabled the country to pull through, 
and secure such a result as they had had. As 
regards the position of railwaye after the war, 
he said that the Railway Association had tried 
in vain to get any eatisfactory answer as re- 
gards their position, more especially in the face 
of Mr. Winston Charchill’s statement that the 
Government intended to nationaliee the rail- 
ways. But in an interview held by the 
Chairmen of the railway companies with 
Mr. Bonar Law on the 29th January last 
he stated that “ it was not possible to make an 
announcement as to the intentions of the Gos 
vernment with regard to the future of railwaye 
aa it had been impossible owing. to prescure of 
work for the Goyernment to come to a definite 
decision as to the future of railways.’ He, 
however, confirmed the pledge given by Mr, 
Runciman, and said that the two yeare’ guaran- 
tee would date from the Sol j signature of 
peace. Mr. Runciman’s pledge was that “ the 
Government undertake to extend the period of 
guarantee of net receipts of 1913 to two years 
after the termination of the war.” They had 


Board of Trade, that any proposed legislation 
affecting the future of railways would be 
brought to the attention of the Railway Com- 
panies’ Association in time for a discussion with 
Sos representatives before going to Parlia- 
ment. 

THE EIGHT HOURS’ DAY. 


The concession of the eight hours’ day to rail- 
way workers was made without previous con- 
sultation with the Railway Association or the 
companies, and the other large advances made 
in wages by the Government, aleo without con- 
sulting them, during the war had enormously 
increased the cost of transportation. It was 
estimated that on thie system alone the cost of 
the eight hours’ day would amount to at least 
£180, per annum. In addition to this new 
imposition of expense the ition of expendi- 
ture on the Great Southern and Western 
Railway stood as followse:—The Government 
had had control of the railway since 
lst January, 1917. The total expenditure on 
railway working in the year on which account 
was based—namely, 1913—was £948,658. In 
1916, last year before control, it was 
£1,173,003; in 1917 it was £1,435,3516, and in 
1918 £1,929,391. Contrasting the year imme- 
diately before control with the year which had 
just closed it would be seen that the expendi- 
ture had increased by £756,388, being 64.48 per 
cent. over the last pre-control year. If the 
comparison was made with the basis year 1915 
it would be seen that the expenditure had in- 
creased by £980,733, or 103 per cent., as com- 
pared with the basis year. This was a very 
serious matter, and it was well that all share- 
holders should know the actual position, and 
that the country should also realise the situa- 
tion that had to be met. As regards railways 
and their shareholders, he did not think the 
public realised what the latter had done for the 
country. The Prime Minister stated in Parlia- 
ment the other day that before the war the 
railwaysof the United Kingdom earned 50 
millions of profit, which was under 4 per cent. 
on the capital invested—a very modest return— 
and yet what prosperity that capital had pee 
duced throughout the Kingdom! It had enabled 
manufacturing industries to secure markets 
throughout the world, and it had largely deve- 
loped the agriculture of the country. Taking 
their own line, see what it had done for Ire- 
land. Look at Kerry now, where they had 
constructed and developed new railways, and 
compare its prosperity with. that /of some years 
back; look at the Fishguard’ and Rossiar 


by every sort of difficulty and obstruction, and 
they would see new industries had been estab- 
lished by it, and that part of Ireland developed 
and prosperous. (Hear, hear.) While they had 


the construction of the Cashel Line, the amalga- 
mation of the Waterford and Limerick, and the 
Central Ireland lines, the building up of them 
for the development of the country. And yet 
he feared that the public did not remember 
what the shareholders paid for these works in 
reduction of their dividends during many years 
while the work was being carried out. And he 
would remind them also that it was not only 
manufacturers, farmers, and the public gener- 
ally who had benefited by this development, but 
the labourers of the country, into whose hands 
quite 50 per cent. of the new profits had gone. 
(Hear, hear.) He need not remind them of 
what the railways of the country had done for 
the Empire during the time of war, when it 


was admitted on all hands that never was any 
army better served than was done by the 
officials of these companies. Therefore, he said 
that the nation was indebted to the railway 
shareholders and to their directors, who were 
entitled to every fair play in whatever manner 
they were now. to dealt with. But he 
thought that the shareholders should not leave 
it altogether to the directors to carry on the 
fight for justice about their property. 

A SERIOUS QUESTION. 

When the Prime Minister stated that the 
profits before the war had been 50 millions, he 
also stated that the increase of wages and 
materials had added: ninety millions to the 
working cost of the railways. How was this 
huge deficit to be met? ‘That was a serious 
question fer them all. The railways must 
either be bought by the State, when, 
aa the Act of 1844 provided, the share- 
holders were to receive years purchase of 
the net revenue of the basis year, or they 
must be handed back to the companies, but in 
that case he maintained that they were entitled 
to gat back their property in as good a profit- 
earning condition as it was in the basis year 
1913. (Hear, hear.) Therefore, the Govern- 
ment, having sanctioned these huge increases 
in expenditure, must subsidise the companies to 
the extent of the deficit on 1913, and would in 
that case, he presumed, continue to exercise 
some control. o doubt, a portion of this de 
ficit could be made good by an increase in rates, 
but, in his opinion, Ireland could not bear 
very much higher general rates without 
seriously crippling her power to compete in the 
markets of the world. And any amount thav 
could be added without damaging her industries 
would be quite inadequate to meet the new 
bill. Then again, when the cost of living comes 
down, no doubt the war bonus of 558. a week 
to railwaymen would have to be revised; but 
they must always remember that the share- 
holders who found the capital, and the railway 
workers, were partners in this great undertak- 
ing, and neither should demand nor receive more 
than his fair share of the profits. (Hear, hear.) 
They wanted in the future a greater amount 
of candour and co-operation between all em- 
ployers and workmen, and he trusted they 
may soon arrive at a better state of things. 
(Hear, hear.) . They wanted to increase the 
eficiency of machinery and labour if greater 
wealth and happiness was to be secured by all 
parties. Strikes and unrest only drove away 
capital, and unless capital and labour worked 
harmoniously together i was obvious that 
neither could eucceed.. That being the posi- 
tion as regards the prospecie for future, 
they must deal with the accounts as they 
found them to-day.
